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PREFACE 


The three Readers in this series have been prepared primarily 
to help teachers trained at the English Language Teaching 
Institute and others who follow a structurally graded syllabus 
during the first three years of English. These books form part of 
a comprehensive and carefully integrated body of material for 
this crucial stage in the teaching of English: flash cards for pre- 
paratory reading in the first year, wall pictures for oral work in 
the first and second years, gramophone records of every lesson 
and teachers’ handbooks giving detailed guidance about oral 
work, the teaching of reading, writing and pronunciation and 
the use of the audio-visual aids. 

Each of the Readers uses between 400 and 450 words and the 
three books together contain the basic grammatical structures 
of English. The mental age, interests and general educational 
needs of the pupils for whom these Readers have been designed 
have been kept constantly in mind by the authors. Every lesson 
from beginning to end of the series should read like a chapter in 
a gradually developing story which, apart from presenting the 
language material gradually and systematically, provides interest- 
ing subject-matter for the young learner of English. 

For detailed guidance about how each new language item may 
best be introduced and taught the teacher is advised to consult 
the teachers’ handbook. A few general suggestions about the use 
of the Readers follow: 

1. These Readers should be looked upon as an important 
aid in teaching English but not allowed to limit or control m 
teacher unduly. The teacher should always feel free to teach 
few more words or expressions which he may find helpful besid 
the words, phrases, formulas and sentence patterns in the Reade, 

2. All the language material included in the Readers should 
be taught at “production level”. The pupils, that is, should

learn to use it Spontaneously in appropriate situations in both 
Speech and writing. 

3. The first Reader should be introduced after the first 36 
points in the syllabus have been taught orally. These are the 
most important basic statement patterns. Teaching them with. 
the aid of objects, gestures, actions and pictures should not nor- 
mally take more than three months. 

4. During the period of exclusively oral teaching preparatory 
reading should be started. The new sentence patterns, phrases 
and words should be written on the blackboard in printscript

Th Practically the Same ‘procedure may be adopted in the 
nd and third years, but here the Reader should be introduced 
after only about a montli's preparatory oral teaching. In these 


cases, of course, the first month’s work will not be as exclusively

to avoid mistakes in writing they may first be attempted orally. 
The first set of exercises in each lesson consists of the new struc- 
tures introduced in the lesson. They should be learnt by heart 
by every pupil. 

9. A list of the words used in the Reader will be found at the 
end of the book. A large number of them are content words 
and these can, of course, be taught not only in the structures in 
which they are introduced but also in many others. During 
oral teaching, therefore, it is useful for the teacher to keep a check 
on the word list and try to teach the content words in as many of 
the structures in the Reader as possible. It is not necessary to 
teach the content words in the oral lessons in the same order as 
that in which they appear in the Reader; quite a number of them 
can very well be taught in the earlier structures. 

From the second year onwards pupils should be encouraged 
to do some supplementary reading. The Read and Tell series, 
consisting of eight story books forsupplementary readingprepared 
by the Institute, has already been published. These books are 
carefully graded from the point of view of grammatical structure, 
vocabulary and content and should therefore meet the needs of 
pupils in our Secondary Schools. The first four of these books 
can profitably be used at the Junior High School stage. 

We have prepared this teaching material after a careful survey 
of the needs and problems of both teachers and pupils in our 
schools. We hope it will make some small contribution to im- 
proved English language teaching in this and other States. 

We are grateful to Mr V. A. Hinkley, Associate Professor of the. 
Institute, and Mr J. A. Andrew, Education Officer—Delhi, the 
British Council, for very kindly going through the manuscript of 
this book and offering valuable suggestions for its improvement.
